Man Through Neglect Ruining Planet

Three bold men, buttoned in­ 
side an Apollo spacecraft, are 


destined in coming months to 
leave earth and go exploring the 
moon. 
They know of course, 
every­ 
one knows, they will die should 
anything 
go 
seriously 
wrong 
with their supply of air, water 
or heat—in short, with their en­ 
vironment 
aboard 
the 
tiny 
spacecraft. 
But 
mankind 
at 
home 
on 
earth is threatening ominously 
to destroy his own planet, by ac­ 
tions as careless as astronauts 
deliberately 
tampering 
with 


their life-support system. Man 
on earth is even running out of 
places to throw away his gar­ 
bage and trash. 
The earth is actually only one 
huge spaceship. It spins at 1,000 
miles an hour; it wheels around 
the sun once a year at 66,960 
m p.h.; it is one captive planet 
of the sun whirling within the 
Milky Way galaxy at 630,000 
m.p.h. on the sun’s unknown 
cosmic mission. 
Every human being thus is a 
member of a space crew. 


Planet earth keeps them alive 
with one total environment, only 
one, to supply the air, water, 
heat, food, all the materials to 
support all of its current 3.3-biL 
lion passengers. By some pre­ 
dictions, within 30 more years 
there will be five to seven bil­ 
lion passengers, all dependent 
upon and in turn influencing the 
earth’s 
self-contained 
environ­ 
ment. 
At accelerating pace, man is 
poisoning, polluting and abusing 
his earthship environment. 


“ We are exploiting the earth 
the way a parasite exploits its 
host. But if our host earth is 
killed, we have nowhere else to 
go,” says Dr. Harold G. Cassi­ 
dy, Yale University chemist. 
Air in city and country alike 
is becoming increasingly pollut­ 
ed, at rising risk to human 
health 
and 
life. 
Water 
in 
streams, lakes, ocean shores is 
becoming more contaminated, 
smelly, dangerous to health and 
aquatic life. 
Man in his tenure has caused 


the extinction of at least 300 spe­ 
cies of animals, has destroyed 
forests 
and 
grasslands, 
and 
created dust bowls. 
Uncontrolled 
noise 
impairs 
hearing, 
and 
"most 
urban 
Americans have forgotten what 
tranquility is,” one conserva­ 
tionist observes. 


Human 
populations 
explode 


around the world, and implode 


into cities. Slums erode human 


life and dignity. New tensions 


rise from crowding, from traffic 


jams, from loss of human priva­ 
cy. 
Of the 3.3 billion people on 
earth, at least two billion live 
“ like 
steerage 
passengers 
or 
worse,” assailed by hunger and 
disease, says Dr. 
Roger Re- 
velle, director of the Center for 
Population Studies at Harvard 
University.

S. Korea Demands Greater Controls 


SAIGON (U P I)—Marine Sgt. 
Donald 
M. 
Reynolds watched 
through a keyhole while the Viet 
Cong outside ignored the shrill 
pleas of two bound Vietnamese 
civilians and shot them to death 
in the street. 


“ That showed what they were 
going to do if they caught me,” 
Reynolds said today. “ I figured 
I didn’t have much chance of 
getting out. I thought about my 
wife and kids.”

he survived 20 hours hiding in a 
gas station washroom with the

Echo 1 Nearing End 
Of Its Life in Space

WASHINGTON (AP) - Echo 
I, the U.S. satellite that long has 
ranked 
as the brightest and 
most easily observed spacecraft 
orbiting the earth, appears to be 
about to die. 
The

firms reports by amateur sky- 
watchers that the balloon-like 
Echo—observed by millions of 
people in virtually every coun­ 
try since its launching Aug. 12, 
1960—may drop back to earth 
any time. 
A Goddard spokesman said

Command has forecast, on the 
basis of computer studies of the 
satellite's recent orbits, that it 
may fall into the earth's atmos­ 
phere about March 31. 


Unpredictable 


But Echo I is a large, very 
light spherical object and there­ 
fore somewhat unpredictable. 
The world's first passive com­ 
munications satellite could dis­ 
appear a week or two earlier 
than the computed date. Or, if 
the solar pressure that has been 
driving 
it 
earthward 
eases 
slightly, the sphere could re­ 
main aloft well into April. 
Scientists attribute recurrent 
changes in its orbit to air drag 
—the friction resistance of the 
thin atmosphere to the satel­ 
lite's surface—and to the solar 
wind, a product of the sun’s en- 
ergy. 
On most spacecraft these ef­ 


fects are negligible, but Echo’s 
light weight and great mass 
make it susceptible to the slight 
pressures. 
Fashioned of mylar polyester 
coated with aluminum, the huge 
space ball, tall as a 10-story 
building, glowed like a headlight 
at night, sparkling in the sun­ 
shine that bathed its course. 
Echo I excited such interest 
that the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration pub­ 
lished weekly local forecasts of 
the periods at which it could be 
seen.

Part of the treasure was sal­ 
vaged by the Spanish and the 
buccaneers who dived over the 
wrecks when the hulls lay clear­ 
ly exposed on the bottoms of 
shallower areas. But incredible 
wealth remained to sink slowly 
into the ocean floor as the gal­ 
leons decayed.

modern times was made in 1948 
by Art McKee, best known of 
the veteran American treasure 
hunters.

THINK YOU’VE GOT income tax troubles? 
Consider the case of Dan Davis

When Davis opened his business in 1963, he couldn’t send 
out an estimated tax return 
because he didn't know 
how 
much he would clear. Instead, he paid his taxes at the end 
of the year. 


That started his problem. In 1965 he was notified that 
there would be a penalty for failure to estimate his income 
and paying the estimated taxes. So in December, 1965, he 
paid his taxes plus the penalty. 
In July, 1967, he was billed — taxes and penalties — for 
the taxes he had already paid for 1966. Perplexed, he and 
his 
accountant went down to the Pomona office, showed a 
copy of his return and the canceled check cashed by the 
Department of Internal Revenue. He was told that the com­ 
puter, located at the Salt Lake City office, obviously had 
goofed, and that the whole matter would be straightened out. 
Last November, to his surprise, he received a complete 
refund for all the taxes he paid for the previous year. 
Last week, he received a new bill — for the amount of 
the refund plus late penalties dating back to April 15. 
Like we said—Yahh! It’s tough enough to make ends 
meet these days. But for Davis, the IRS computer is turning 
out to be a Frankenstein’s monster. 
He’s even afraid to open his mail.

Lincoln's Words Have 
New Meaning Today 


Mo re than 15 0 y ears hav e passed since Abraham 
Linco ln's birth in *1809 , hut with each passing y ear 
his im age gro ws brighter, a beaco n in the dark o f 
adv ersity . 
It is o ften instructiv e to reflect o n ho w histo ry 's 
giants wo uld hav e dealt with current crises. So me 
clue to Linco ln's reactio ns m ay be fo und in the wo rds 
he left behind, 
Of all the Linco ln speeches — and there were 
m any — it is generally co nceded that the 16 th presi­ 
dent ro se to the greatest o rato rical heights with his 
Getty sburg Address, 
So brief that a pho to grapher o n hand fo r the o c­ 
casio n co uldn’t get his cam era adjusted in tim e and 
m issed the sho t, the speech, giv en at the dedicatio n 
o f the Getty sburg (Pa.) military ’ cem etery ’ nev erthe­ 
less ho lds a cherished niche in the archiv es o f great 
do cum ents. 
The 
tim eless quality o f 
Linco ln’s wo rds has 
caused them to take o n new m eaning with the pass­ 
ing o f m o re than 100 y ears. 
The tim es hav e been few when we w ere no t en­ 
gaged in a struggle “ testing whether that natio n o r 
any natio n, . .can lo ng endure.” And isn’t it still true 
that “ it is fo r us, the liv ing. . .to be dedicated. . .to 
the unfinished wo rk which they who fo ught. . .hav e 
thus far so no bly adv anced . . . that these dead shall 
no t hav e died in v ain” ? 
It is alw ay s interesting to speculate o n 
ho w 
great m en in histo ry wo uld hav e co m e to grips with 
to day ’s pro blem s. Fo llo wing are so m e to pics o f cur­ 
rent interest with Linco ln quo tes which might apply : 
—On Vietnam : ‘‘A ho use div ided against itself 
canno t stand. I believ e this go v ernm ent canno t en­ 
dure perm anently half slav e and half free.” 
—-On civ il rights: “ When. . .y o u hav e succeeded 
in dehum anizing the Negro ; when y o u hav e put him 
do wn and m ade it im po ssible fo r him to be but as 
the beasts o f the field; when y o u hav e ex tinguished 
his so ul in this wo rld and placed him where the ray 
o f ho pe is blo wn o ut as 
in the darkness o f 
the 
dam ned, are y o u quite sure that 
the 
demo n y o u 
hav e ro used will no t turn and rend y o u? ” 
—On presidential po litics: “ While the peo ple re­ 
tain their v irtue and v igilance, no adm inistratio n, by 
any ex trem e o f w ickedness o r fo lly , can v ery serio us­ 
ly injure the go v ernm ent in the sho rt space o f fo ur 
y ea r s.” 
—On rio ts: “ There is no griev ance that is a fi t 
o b j e c t of 
redress by mo b Jaw.” 
—On the lim its o f freedo m : “ The wo rld has nev ­ 
er had a go o d definitio n o f the wo rd liberty , and 
the Am erican peo ple, just no w, are much in want 
o f o ne.”

MANY SHED TEARS when they read the sto ry 
o f the letter sent to Linco ln fro m a little girl and his 
answer to her. This acco unt w as giv en in the February 
issue o f “ R eader’s D igest.” 
The little girl w as G race Bedell o f W estfield, N.Y. 
She w as 11 y ears o ld. Her letter suggested that Linco ln 
gro w a beard. She stated that she had fo ur bro thers 
and if he wo uld gro w so m e w hiskers she tho ught she 
co uld get them all to v o te fo r him to be president. 


Tho ugh at that tim e Linco ln w as cam paigning 
and receiv ed so m e 5 0 letters a day , he to o k tim e to an­ 
sw er the letter fro m G race. His co m m ent regarding 
the w hiskers was: “ As to the w hiskers, hav ing nev er 
wo rn any , do y o u no t think peo ple wo uld call it a piece 
o f silly affectio n if I were to begin it no w ? ” 
Sev eral mo nths laier it w as learned that a special 
train carry ing the newly elected Mr. Linco ln to the 
White Ho use w as to sto p at a statio n near W estfield. 
The Bedell fam ily w as am o ng the audience to 
greet him. 
Linco ln greeted the cro wd. He said: “ I hav e a 
little co rrespo ndent in this place. This little lady saw 
fro m the first what great im pro v em ent might be m ade 
in m y appearance.” He asked that if G race w as pres­ 
ent she sho uld co m e fo rward. G race’s father led her 
fo rward. 
Grace lo o ked at the w hiskers. “ Yo u see, I let 
them gro w fo r y o u,” said Mr. Linco ln. He called her 
“ m y little friend.” 
Linco ln’s carefully penned reply rem ained in the 
Bedell fam ily until two y ears ago , when it w as so ld 
at auctio n fo r $20,000 by three o f Grace’s grandso ns.” 


A N ORGANIZATION kno wn as the N atio nal 
Fo undatio n fo r H ighw ay Safety has issued an appeal 
to religio us leaders o f the U.S. and Canada urging 
them to em phasize to their parisho ners that there is a 
mo ral respo nsibility inv o lv ed in driv ing.

lands as an acco mp animent to 
the Alliance fo r Pro gress. 


The real sto ry is that Latin 
America is lo sing its wo rld 
p o sitio n as an ex p o rter. Hav ­ 
ing liv ed fo r decades o ff its 
sales o f raw materials and 
basic co mmo dities to the Uni­ 
ted States, Eu ro p e and else­

The fact the natio n has been 
able to av o id su ch a tu rn in 
its p residential p o litics fo r so 
lo ng is no co mfo rt to many 
majo r p arty mo gu ls and Wal­ 
lace’s candidacy is certain to 
fo cu s attentio n again o n the 
m anner in which the United 
States cho o ses its p residents. 


In essence, it clings to a 
sy stem that hasn’t r e a l l y 
wo rked the way it was su p ­ 
p o sed to since Geo rge Wash­ 
ingto n decided two t e r m s 
was eno u gh and 
retired to 
Mo u nt Verno n. The co nstitu ­ 
tio n say s the President shall 
be cho sen by electo rs named 
by each state, with a state 
hav ing as many electo rs as it 
has senato rs and rep resenta­ 
tiv es in Co ngress. 


As env isio ned by the fo u nd­ 
ing fathers, the electo ral co l­ 
lege 
sy stem 
wo u ld 
p ermit 
leading citizens fro m e a c h 
state to get to gether, weigh 
the merits o f v ario u s illu stri­ 
o u s co lleagu es and p ick o ne 
fo r p resident. 
Tro u ble aro se in 1800 when 
it to o k 31 ballo ts in the Ho u se 
to break an electo ral-co llege 
deadlo ck between Tho mas Jef­ 
ferso n and Aaro n 
Bu rr. 
In 
3324, the last time the Ho u se 
had to act, it cho se J o h n 
Q u i n c y Adams altho u gh he 
ran well behind Andrew Jack­ 
so n in a fo u r-way race. 


The sy stem co st Samu el J. 
Tilden the p residency in 187 6 
when 
he 
ran 
250,000 v o tes 
ahead o f Ru therfo rd B. Hay es 
hu t lo st by o ne electo ral v o te 
in a disp u ted electio n settled 
by a sp ecial co mmissio n. And 
in 1888, Gro v er Clev eland had 
a 100.000 v o te p lu rality o v er 
Benjamin Harriso n, bu t lo st 
the p residency by 233 electo r­ 
al v o tes to 168. 


By v ario u s statu tes, u nder­ 
standings and p o litical adju st­ 
ments the sy stem has be e n 
adap ted to the v astly changed 
co nditio ns o f to day . 


Bu t 
o ne 
featu re 
remains 
that Is at the heart o f the 
co ntro v ersy o v e r it — the 
award o f a state’s entire elec­ 
to ral v o te to the winning can­ 
didate. 


This is the basis o f Wal­ 
lace’s ho p es. If he can win 
eno u gh electo ral v o tes to p re­ 
v ent either the Demo cratic o r 
Rep u blican candidate f r o m 
getting a majo rity , the Ho u se 
will hav e to cho o se between 
the to p three in the p o p u lar 
v o te. 
In recent y ears effo rts at 
refo rm hav e c e n t e r e d o n 
three main p ro p o sals: 
Scrap 
the who le sy stem and go to a 
direct 
natio nal 
p residential 
electio n; div ide the electo ral 
v o te in each state in p ro p o r­ 
tio n to the candidates’ p o p u ­ 
lar v o te; o r div ide it acco rd­ 
ing to the v o te by co ngres­ 
sio nal districts. 


The two v o te-div iding plans 
ap p ear to hav e ru n t h e i r 
co u rse 
and 
mo re 
attentio n 
no w is being giv en to the idea 
o f a direct p o p u lar electio n. 
It is hardly new. Jam es Mad­

G LEN D O RA - 
He was a 
bright student, the son of a phy­ 
sicist at General Dynamics. His 
mother was an English teacher, 
who also was proficient in Span­ 
ish. 
He had breezed through those 
subjects in junior high school 
and entered high school intent 
on pursuing a highly academic 
career, but he thought wistful­ 
ly about how nice it would he if 
he could fix a car or learn to 
use the tools in a woodshop or 
glaze a nice vase out of clay. 
If only he had the time. 
Then he had a talk with his 
counselor. Why not, the counse­ 
lor suggested, make a deal with 
the school? 
The next morning he entered 
into 
a 
“ contract 
for 
credit" 
with his Spanish teacher, the 
terms of which were that as 
long as he could keep up with 
the class he would spend the 
minfmum amount of time in 
the classroom, not much more 
than it took to turn in his home­ 
work and pick up his next as­ 
signment. 
This gave him the time he 
needed to take automotive shop. 
This semester, he will be able 
to take ceramics. 
Module System 
Is this any way to run a high 
school? 


It is at Glendora where the 
module type of flexible system, 
now 
that 
computer 
problems 
have been worked out, is putting 
more 
and 
more 
students 
on 
their own. 
The idea of substituting one 
abject for another is not new 
at Glendora High School. Until 
I he flexible system of modules 
went into effect last fall, the 
students 
would 
“ challenge 
a 
course” : If he was a Mexican- 
American, 
he 
could 
receive 
credit for Spanish courses by 
passing examinations. 


This served two purposes: It 
singled out the brighter students 
who simply marked time in the 
classrooms waiting tor the oth­ 
ers to catch up, and it gave him 
an enrichment program that he 
might not have received other­ 
wise. 
With the establishment of the 
module system, the “ challenge” 
became a “ contract.” The main 
difference is that with module 
periods which are 22 minutes 
long — 20 to a school day — the 
student can have more full time 
than with the traditional type 
six-period-a-day program. 
Now, he not only is able to 
contract for more credit, but al­ 
so can take up more subjects, 
or go into his chosen field in 
more 
depth. 
Occasionally, 
by 
amassing credits more quickly, 
he 
can 
be 
graduated 
sooner 


than the rest of his class. 
This was one of the built-in 
features of the Glendora High’s 
flexible 
scheduling 
when 
the 
school 
district 
changed 
over 
from 
the 
traditional 
type of 
scheduling to the module sys­ 
tem last fall. 


It was a great idea until the 
computer 
programming 
broke 
down last October arid nearly 
wrecked the whole module sys­ 
tem before it really could get 
under way. 


Recalls Confusion 


Principal Leonard Dalton still 
winces as he recalls the confus­ 
ion. 
“ With scores of classes going 
and 
changing 
every 
2 2 
min­ 
utes,” he explained. “ It was vir­ 
tually impossible to keep rec - 
ords on attendance manually. 
Our truancy and absenteeism 
shot up from the normal 7 to 
8 per cent to as much as 20 per 
cent. We just didn’t know where 
the students were. It would take 
us seven days to find out if a 
s.udent had cut one of his class- 


6S.M 
This brought on an uproar 
roni 
the 
parents which 
had 
threatened the very life of the 
module system. 
“ It did no good to try to ex­ 
plain to the parents that the 
trouble was temporary and that 
the 
programming 
would 
be 
straightened out,” Dalton said. 


“ They blamed the flexible sys­ 
tem for all the problems and 
were ready to eat us alive.” 
| 
It wasn't until December that 
the 
programming, 
undertaken 
in connection with Citrus Col - 
lege where the computer is loc­ 
ated, was straightened out. 
Communications 
now 
have 
been re - established with the 
computer 
and 
absentees 
are 
now identified at the end of 
each day. Dalton says class cuts 
are now back to 7 per cent, and 
all-day cuts are down to 2 or 3 
per cent. 
119 in Favor 


He said the high school rec­ 
ently sent questionnaires to the 
homes of 1,900 students. Of the 
240 replies the school received, 
119 parents indicated they were 
in favor of the module system, 
and 121 were against it. 
“ Of the 121 unfavorable rep­ 
lies, 
2 5 parents 
signed 
their 
names,” 
Dalton 
said. 
“ We 
asked these parents if they pre­ 
ferred their children back in the 
traditional 
type 
of 
teaching. 
Only eight said yes.” 
And 
yet, 
Dalton 
said 
the 
school 
has 
begun 
traditional 
teaching this semester for about 
15 per cent of the student body. 
“ These are the students who 
can’t or don’t want to adapt to 
the module system. They either 
are unmotivated or need more 
supervision 
than 
the 
module 


program provides.” The com - 
puter quickly recognizes those 
who are in trouble with the new 
system.” 
He said the system tends to 
reclassify students according to 
their abilities. Thus, the first 12 
weeks showed that the number 
of A students increased from 
13.5 per cent last year to 20 4 
per cent this year, and the num­ 
ber 
of 
ailing 
students 
went 
from 4 6 per cent to 96 per 
cent. 
The principal said the fail­ 
ing students will be gathered up 
in special traditional classes and 
will be given more attention. 
But so will the bright students, 
for whom 
enrichment classes 
are being provided by the dist­ 
rict. 
22 Equa l Perio ds 
Glendora’s module system is 
patterned 
after 
the 
one 
the 
Claremont 
School 
District 
pi­ 
oneered three years ago. It rec­ 
ognizes that some subjects and 
some 
lessons 
take 
lest time 
than 
others 
and 
therefore 
divides the day into 22 equal 
periods or modules. This gives 
the student more free time to 
pursue the subjects of his intr- 
est, and also provides him with 
time to do his work assignment 
on the campus. 
But 
Glendora 
has 
learned 
from some of Claremont’s pit­ 
falls, and, according to Dalton, 


his school is now running more 
smoothly 
than 
Claremont 
did 
during its first year. 
For one thing, Glendora, not­ 
ing the difficulty Claremont ex­ 
perienced with an open cam­ 
pus, closed off its own school 
plant. Claremont's campus also 
is closed now. 
For 
another 
thing, Dalton 
tried to take the bugs out of the 
attendance-takmg-problem. 
H c 
said he would have succeeded 
earlier, had the computer prog­ 
ram not broken down last fall. 
Because the main purposes of 
the flexible scheduling program 
are better utilization of time 
and the expansion of the educa­ 
tional 
program, 
both 
school 
districts 
are concerned 
about 
the additional financing which 
is necessary. 
But both Dalton, and Lloyd 
Bishop, Claremont High School 
principal, are enthused with the 
reception by both the students 
and the teachers. 


Teachers Volunteer 


Some of the students now use 
their extra time to take courses 
which are accepted by junior 
colleges. And the teachers are 
volunteering for extra classes. 
“ No more babysitting,” Dal­ 
ton says. “ The flexible schedul­ 
ing enables us, in most cases, 
to do what we are here to do: 
impart as much knowledge as 
the student can handle.”

They know of course, every­ 
one knows, they will die should

or heat—in short, with their en­ 
vironment 
aboard 
the 
tiny 
spacecraft. 
But 
mankind 
at 
home 
on 
earth is threatening ominously 
to destroy his own planet, by ac­ 
tions as careless as astronauts 
deliberately 
tampering 
with 


their life-support system. Man 
on earth is even running out of 
places to throw away his gar­ 
bage and trash. 
The earth is actually only one 
huge spaceship. It spins at 1,000 
miles an hour; it wheels around 
the sun once a year at 66,960 
m.p.h.; it is one captive planet 
of the sun whirling within the 
Milky Way galaxy at 630,000 
m.p.h. on the sun’s unknown 
cosmic mission. 
Every human being thus is a 
member of a space crew. 


Planet earth keeps them alive 
with one total environment, only 
one, to supply the air, water, 
heat, food, all the materials to 
support all of its current 3.3-bil- 
lion passengers. By some pre­ 
dictions, within 30 more years 
there will be five to seven bil­ 
lion passengers, all dependent

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Lincoln's Words Have 
New Meaning Today 


More than 150 years have passed since Abraham 
Lincoln’s birth in 1809, but with each passing year 
his image grows brighter, a beacxin in the dark of 
adversity. 
It is often instructive to reflect on how history ‘s 
giants would have dealt with current crises. Some 
clue to Lincoln's reactions max be found in the words 
he left behind. 
Of all the Lincoln speeches — and there were 
many — it is generally conceded that the 16th presi­ 
dent rose to the greatest oratorical heights with his 
Gettysburg Address. 
So brief that a photographer on hand for the oc­ 
casion couldn’t get his camera adjusted in time and 
missed the shot, the speech, given at the dedication 
of the Gettysburg (Pa.) military cemetery neverthe­ 
less holds a cherished niche in the archives of great 
documents. 
The timeless quality of Lincoln’s words has 
caused them to take on new meaning with the pass­ 
ing of more than 100 years. 
The times have been few when we were not en­ 
gaged in a struggle “testing whether that nation or 
any nation. . .can long endure.” And isn’t it still true 
that “ it is for us, the living. . .to be dedicated. . .to 
the unfinished work which they who fought. . .have 
thus far so nobly advanced . . . that these dead shall 
not have died in vain“ ? 
It is always interesting to speculate on how 
great men in history would have come to grips with 
today’s problems. Following are some topics of cur­ 
rent interest with Lincoln quotes which might apply: 
—On Vietnam: “A house divided against itself 
cannot stand. I believe this government cannot en­ 
dure permanently half slave and half free.” 
—On civil rights: “When. . .you have succeeded 
in dehumanizing the Negro; when you have put him 
down and made it impossible for him to be but as 
the beasts of the field; when you have extinguished 
his soul in this world and placed him where the ray 
of hope is blown out as in the darkness of the 
damned, are you quite sure that the demon you 
have roused will not turn and rend you?” 
—On presidential politics: “While the people re­ 
tain their virtue and vigilance, no administration, by 
any extreme of wickedness or folly, can very serious­ 
ly injure the government in the short space of four 
years.” 
—On riots: “There is no grievance that is a fit 
object of redress by mob law.” 
—On the limits of freedom: “The world has nev­ 
er had a good definition of the word liberty, and 
the American people, just now, are mu< h in want 
of one.” 
In one instance, however, Lincoln has been 
proved wrong, or perhaps it was modesty that 
prompted him to say' in the Gettysburg Address, 
“The world will little note, nor long remember what 
we say here. . .” 


BY ONE OF US 
As We See It 


MANY SHED T E A K S when they read the story 
of the letter sent to Lincoln from a little girl and his 
answer to her. This account was given in the February 
issue of “Reader’s Digest.” 
The little girl was Grace Bedell of Westfield, N.Y. 
She was 11 years old. Her letter suggested that Lincoln 
grow a beard. She stated that she had four brothers 
and if he would grow some whiskers she thought she 
could get them all to vote for him to be president. 
Though at that time Lincoln was campaigning 
and received some >0 letters a day, he took time to an­ 
swer the letter from Grace. His comment regarding 
the whisker's was: “As to the whiskers, having never 
worn any, do you not think pc*ople would call it a piece 
of sully affection if I were to begin it now?” 
Several months later it was learned that a special 
train carrying the newly elected Mr. Lincoln to the 
White House was to stop at a station near Westfield. 
The Bedell family was among the audience to 
greet him. 
Lincoln greeted the crowd. He said: “I have a 
little correspondent in this place. This little lady saw 
from the first what great improvement might be made 
in my appearance,” He asked that if Grace was pres­ 
ent she should * oine forward. Grace’s father led her 
forward, 
Grace looked at the whiskers. “You se e . I let 
them grow for >ou,” said Mr. Lincoln, He called her 
“my little friend.” 
Lincoln’s carefully penned reply' remained in the 
Bedell family until two years ago, when it was sold 
at auction for $20,000 by three of (itace’s grandsons.” 


AY OIUiAXlZATIO.Y known as the National 
Foundation for' Highway Safety has issued an appeal 
to religious leaders of the U.S. and Canada urging 
them to emphasize to their parishoners that there is a 
moral responsibility involved in driving. 
The foundation claims that more people are killed 
by driving accidents than in any other way and urges 
a ll religious leaders to “ C h a lle n g e y our congregations 
to drive courteously and so b e rly .”

Certainly an im portant way 
to Increase sales of new mili­ 
tary equipm ent is for the De­ 
fense D epartm ent to m ake a 
greater effort to fill foreign 
orders for spare parts for old 
A m erican tanks and special 
types of trucks, tractors*, a ir­ 
planes, earth-m oving vehicles 
ar.d other U.S.-made m ilitary 
equipment these nations now 
own. 


Specialists who study sales 
of U.S. m ilitary weapons, ve­ 
hicles and equipm ent abroad 
say that some prim e U.S. cus­ 
tom ers are becoming increas­ 
ingly reluctant to order Amer­ 
ican 
m ilitary 
hardw are 
be­ 
cause they are not certain 
they will be able to buy the 
repair parts they need when 
the new equipm ent becomes 
obsolete In the United States. 


Our f o r e i g n allies have 
large quantities of aging U.S.- 
m ade m ilitary weapons and 
equipm ent. Frequent repairs 
are essential. Over the past 
few 
years, 
friendly 
nations 
h a v e 
ordered considerable 
am ounts of replacem ent com­ 
ponents. 


When these orders for old- 


type parts com e to the De­ 
fense D epartm ent, they’re fed 


into the supply com puters, but 


to no avail. Many of these 


com ponents are no longer in 


the m ilitary inventory. Large 


quantities were sold to sur­ 


plus dealers and no records 


exist. Com paratively few se­ 


rious attem pts have b e e n 


m ade by the Pentagon to buy 


these supplies from the surplus 
dealers. 


O rders 
have 
been 
placed 
with 
the 
large 
com panies 
which 
supplied 
the original 
tanks 
or 
other 
equipm ent. 
The relatively sm all num bers 
of each Item required for each 
order has m ade these pur­ 
chases very expensive, yet, 
even so, unprofitable for the 
m anufacturers. In m any cases 
the original blueprints have 
been lost. New jigs and other 
m anufacturing aids have to 
be designed. 
As a result, the Defense De­ 
partm ent frequently t a k e s 
m any months to fill these or­ 
ders or ends up by filling 
them partially. Sending only 
a fraction of the parts needed 
to repair an old tank m ay be 
as bad as sending no parts at 
all. 


Y ears ago, the supply diffi­ 
culty could have 
been 
pre­ 
vented in large part by sup­ 
plying large packages of essen­ 
tial surplus spare parts with 
the original equipm ent and by 
keeping in the United States 
an inventory of old-type com ­ 
ponents for future overseas 
use. 
Since 
m any 
of 
these 
parts w ere sold to surplus 
dealers for less than 10 cents 
on 
the 
dollar, 
preserving 
them in reserve government 
w arehouses until 
n e e d e d 
abroad would not have meant 
tying up large 
am ounts of 
money in inventory.

Able To Blow Nuclear Whistle

degree, the survival of free­ 
dom is dependent on the cour­ 
age and wisdom of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States.” —

President Kennedy’s audible 
rattle of nuclear m issiles that 
calm ed the Cuban crisis of 
1962, and President Elsenhow­ 
e r’s 
sublum inal 
threat 
(as 
told in his m em oirs) which 
gave us the Korean ceasefire 
in 1953. 
President Johnson now has 
this option in the two-front 
Asian W ar of Vietnam-Korea. 
If he had exercised it ear­ 
lier, the precedent set by Ken­ 
nedy 
and 
Eisenhower 
sug­ 
gests that probably Russia, 
and possibly China, would have 
hesitated to arm the hot-war 
Communist regim es to the ex­ 
tent that we now know. 


If 
President 
Johnson 
has. 
enough rem aining credibility 
to resort to nuclear diplom a­ 
cy, there still m ay be tim e 
to avert the total collapse of 
his lim ited war-po!icy. T h e 
Thieu governm ent in Saigon 
could fall any day or, more 
probably, any night. The gov­ 
ernm ent of President Park in 
Seoul is firm er, but the sup­ 
posed Am erican force of 50,- 
000 men in South Korea is 
too larded with noncymbat- 
ant technicians and too un­ 
derstaffed to be a viable fight­ 
ing force. Our nuclear argu­ 
m ent, 
and 
nothing else, 
is

real and rem edial at t h i s 
point. 
Mr. Johnson’s decision will 
reveal itself and will speak 
for itself, but he m ay be the 
last President ever to have 
that option. 
We have been 
able to fight lim ited w ars at 
the ends of the earth, turn­ 
ing our back on Russia, only 
because we felt safe at home 
behind our 3-to-l suprem acy 
In H-weapons. We have been 
able, as Kennedy and Eisen­ 
hower 
proved, 
to use 
the 
threat of terro r tactics in or­ 
der to get ourselves out of a 
tight corner. The future is a 
different m atter. 


Our ability to light a big­ 
ger holocuast, paradoxical as 
the Idea m ay seem , has m ade 
us a nation of jungle fighters 
but provided our Presidents 
with a whistle to blow if the 
gam e got too rough or too 
tiresom e. The chief executives 
who follow Lyndon Johnson 
m ay not 
have the whistle, 
and this is why: 
1. —Although Defense Sec­ 
retary M cN am ara is depart­ 
ing, his basic misconception 
about nuclear power has a 
m om entum that will drag us 
in a wrong direction for years 
to come. The misconception, 
or m yth, was largely the au­ 
thorship of scientific 
advis­ 
ers like Jerom e W iesner who 
wrongly insisted that we had 
reached a ' “ plateau” of nu­ 
clear m ilitary sciences and 
that we should not further in­ 
vest in “ overkill.” By declin­ 


ing to com pete with Russia 
in 
ABM 
(anti-ballistic 
mis­ 
sile) defense, and bom b-car­ 
rying Space vehicles, 
a n d 
much else, M cN am ara has al­ 
lowed our nuclear advantage 
to dwindle until, while still 
useful, it is less terrifying and 
thus less handy for the m is­ 
sile-rattling that served past 
Presidents. 
2. —The 
Defense 
D epart­ 
m ent 
under 
Clark 
Clifford 
m ight be able to reverse this 
trend so far as the num bers 
and m egatonnage of H-bombs 
are concerned. But it now ap­ 
pears 
from 
learned 
acade­ 
m ies such as Georgetown Uni­ 
versity’s Center for Strategic 
Studies, 
that 
the 
Russians 
have been out - investing us 
since 1956 in the vital field of 
research - development-tech- 
nology - engineering for stra ­ 
tegic w arfare. Instead of rely­ 
ing upon planes, m issiles and 
bombs which were sufficient 
to “overkill” In the past, Rus­ 
sia has gone on to create a 
“ m ix” of weapons which al­ 
lows a variety of bluffs and 
challenges that we have not 
planned to m atch, much less 
surpass. 
So, it seem s to be now or 
never for Lyndon Johnson if a 
President of the USA is again 
to deal from nuclear strength. 
If we save ourselves In Viet­ 
nam and Korea, we gain time. 
We m ay even earn another 
chance. As the trend is going 
today, the whistle to end these 
unpleasant gam es is passing 
to enem y hands. 


In bidding for the W h i t e 
House, George C. W allace is 
gam bling he can do some­ 
thing that hasn’t been done 
for 144 years — throw a pres­ 
idential 
election 
into 
t h e 
House of Representatives. 


The fact the nation has been 
able to avoid such a turn in 
its presidential politics for so 
long is no comfort to m any 
m ajor party moguls and Wal­ 
lace’s candidacy is certain to 
focus attention again on the 
m anner in which the United 
States chooses its presidents. 


In essence, it clings to a 
system that hasn’t r e a l l y 
worked the way it was sup­ 
posed to since George Wash­ 
ington decided two t e r m s 
was enough 
and 
retired to 
Mount Vernon. The constitu­ 
tion says the President shall 
be chosen by electors nam ed 
by each state, with a state 
having as m any electors as it 
has senators and representa- 
i ves in Congress, 


As envisioned by the found­ 
ing fathers, the electoral col­ 
lege 
system 
would 
perm it 
leading citizens from e a c h 
state to get together, weigh 
the m erits of various illustri­ 
ous colleagues and pick one 
for president. 
Trouble arose in 1800 when 
it took 31 ballots in the House 
to break an electoral-col lege 
deadlock between Thom as Jef­ 
ferson and Aaron 
Burr. 
In 
1824, the last tim e the House 
had to act, it chose J o h n 
Q u i n c y Adams although he 
ran well behind Andrew Jack­ 
son in a four-way race. 


The system cost Samuel J. 
Tilden the presidency in 1876 
when 
he 
ran 
250,000 votes 
ahead of Rutherford B. Hayes 
but lost by one electoral vote 
in a disputed election settled 
by a special com mission. And 
in 1888, Grover Cleveland had 
a 100,000 vote plurality over 
Benjam in Harrison, but lost 
the presidency by 233 elector­ 
al votes to 168. 


By various statutes, under­ 
standings and political adjust­ 
m ents the system has b e e n 
adapted to the vastly changed 
conditions of today. 


But 
one 
feature 
rem ains 
that is at the heart of the 
controversy o v e r it — the 
aw ard of a state's entire elec­ 
toral vote to the winning can­ 
didate. 


This is the basis of Wal­ 
lace’s hopes. If he can win 
enough electoral votes to pre­ 
vent either the Democratic or 
Republican candidate f r o m 
getting a m ajority, the House 
will have to choose between 
the top three in the popular 
vote. 
In recent years efforts at 
reform have c e n t e r e d on 
three m ain proposals: Scrap 
the whole system and go to a 
direct 
national 
presidential 
election: divide the electoral 
vote in each state in propor­ 
tion to the candidates’ popu­ 
lar vote; or divide it accord­ 
ing to the vote by congres­ 
sional districts. 


The two vote-dividing plans 
appear to have run t h e i r 
course 
and 
m ore 
attention 
now is being given to the idea 
of a direct popular election. 
It is hardly new. Jam es M ad­ 
ison and Benajm in Franklin 
proposed 
it 
at 
the 
Consti­ 
tutional Convention, but It got 
the votes of only two states at 
that tim e. 


What has brought it back 
strong is the Suprem e Court’s 
ruling 
on 
the 
one - m an, 
one - vote principle in state 
and 
local 
elections. 
T h e 
court’s logic would appear to 
apply equally to national elec­ 
tions. 
M any 
questions 
connected 
with a direct election rem ain 
to bo answered and the ob­ 
stacles are form idable to such 
a drastic revision of a sys­ 
tem that has lasted so long. 


But if W allace wins h 1 s 
gam ble and the House of Rep­ 
resentatives chooses the next 
president, 
the 
nation 
could 
decide it’s time to m ake the 
effort.

The bad news is m uch more 
sweeping than the usual glum 
stuff about slow going on econ­ 
omic reform s sought in Latin 
lands as an accom panim ent to 
the Alliance for Progress, 
The real story is that Latin 
A m erica ii losing its world 
portion as an exporter. Hav­ 
ing lived for decades off its 
sales of raw m aterials and 
basic com modities to the Uni­ 
ted States, Europe and else­ 
where, it finds itself not sh ar­ 
ing in the gr» at export boom 
of the late 1960s. 


The highly industrialized na­ 
tions of the world, trafficking 
m m anufactured goods a rt, 
gaining the most, Even the 
developing lands of Africa and 
Asia 
are 
boosting 
exports 
m ore than Latin countries. 


In 1956» som e 31 per cent of 
ali U.S. im ports cam e from 
Latin Am erica. By 1966, the 
last year for which com plete 
figures are available, 
Latin 
nations' share of the U S, im ­ 
port m arket hud declined to 
13.8 per cent and was still 
dropping. 
M est, wheat, coffee, copper 
and tin, prim e Latin exports, 
just are not cutting as big a 


swath in trade totals. U nsatis­ 
factory price levels contribute 
to the problem. 
Venezuela’s 
“ bright 
spot” 
at Cuidad Guayana (not to be 
confused with the tiny neigh- 
boring land of G uayana) is an 
am bitious undertaking aim ed 
at thrusting this progressive 
dem ocratic nation into the ris­ 
ing new trade in m anufactur­ 
ed goods. 
With am ple resources in oil, 
hydro-electric power, iron ore, 
bauxite (alum inum ), and oth­ 
er m aterials, G uayana is be­ 
coming the focus of the Lat­ 
in world’s first genuine indus­ 
trial “ Ruhr.”
